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INTRODUCTION 


In 1854 Thomas Heyward was an immigrant to Franklin Town- 
ship, DeKalb County, Illinois, from the parish of North Bovey, 
Devon, England. Ann Browne was an immigrant to Belvidere, 
Boone County, Illinois, in 1858 from the parish of Shipley, Sus- 
sex, England. They were married at Trinity church, Belvidere, 
Illinois, 12 May, 1861, and went to reside on the Heyward farm _ . 
in Franklin Township, about 12 miles south of Belvidere and 70 
miles west of northwest of Chicago. They thus became pioneers in 
the comparatively new agricultural country of Northern Illinois, 
with no relatives nearer than England with whom they -were in 
communication. Few letters passed between them and those they 
had left behind in England. Correspondence was a task for those 
engaged strenuously in farnfing and in rearing a large family. 

Many years later when this Thomas Heyward, my father, was 
aged, and my wife and I had been visiting the old home for a 
few days and were just at the point of leaving to be absent for 
several months, father raised the question of ancestry with us in 
such a way as to make us feel that he often thought and cared a 
great deal more than he ever before expressed about the past, 
present and future of the family,—the aspirations and attainments 
of its members. Unfortunately neither he nor any other, so far 
as we have been able to learn, has left any record, however brief, 
of the Heyward ancestors and kinfolk in England. 

Not long after my father’s decease, 1898, my wife suggested 
that we attempt to compile a genealogy of the family, and she 
has helped to keep the idea alive and has been an untiring as- 
sistant ever since. In 1902, while on a visit to England, we met 
Mrs. Susan (Heyward) Nottingham in Guernsey, who spoke with 
much interest of the Heyward ancestors. We took some notes as 
she talked, and that was the beginning of this compilation. The 
traditional three brothers were mentioned by her, and the reader 
will find their names and that of their only sister on page 9 of 
this work, as we have finally found them to have existed. The 
few old English letters of 1854-1860, addressed to my father by 
his brothers served further to inspire us to attempt this work. 

This family history is not presented on account of its general 
historical or literary value, and will probably not be of interest

to others than those who are members of the family or related 
families. Our progenitors were not men and women of high 
position and this work was not attempted because it was thought 
there were any such. Our ancestors were simply honest, in- 
dustrious members of the great middle class of England. 

It is a part of the nature of all of us to bestow veneration upon 
our progenitors, and it has been said, I think truly, that “It well 
becometh every man to consider his ancestry and so conduct his 
life that he bring no shame upon their remembrance.” 

We have studied very briefly the origin of our branch of the 
Heyward family: As is said on another page, there has been a 
tradition among its members in Devon that our ancestors were 
of the followers of William the Conqueror. Others say we are 
Anglo-Saxon. However this may be, there is no doubt that we 
are either Anglo-Saxon or Norman and therefore Nordic. 

Our progenitors were called yeomen; that is, they were farmers 
who owned the lands they cultivated. 

For more than three hundred years they resided for the most 
part in the parishes of Manaton, North Bovey, Moreton (More- 
tonhampstead), Lustleigh, Chagford,—all near Moretonhamp- 
stead,—and Highwick, West Ogwell, and Wolborough,—the last 
three near Newton Abbot,—all in the south central part of Devon- 
shire. Some of the farms held for many years are Langstone in 
Manaton; Sanduck, Greenawell, Thorn, Hele, Week, and Bow- 
den in North Bovey; Jessen or Jerston in Chagford; and West- 
woods in Wolborough. Langstone was the home of the ancestors 
since, at least, about 1580. 

The church in the parish of Manaton is called St. Winifreds. 
The records in its registers have been kept since 1653, and con- 
tain the names of the earlier members of the family. In the yard 
there are a number of stones marked for the Heywards, and their 
relatives. On the wall of St. Johns church, parish of North 
Bovey, hangs a marble tablet bearing the Heyward name. The 
registers of this church have been kept since 1572, and contain 
very many references to members of our family. In the parish 
of Moretonhampstead the church is St. Andrews, whose registers 
have been kept since 1603, and in the yard are several monuments 
to departed members of the family. 

In 1500 and again in 1813 questions about the bells in St. Johns 
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INTRODUCTION 3 


church, North Bovey, were taken into court. -On the latter occa- 
sion the rate payers had voted to have the four heavy bells recast 
into six lighter ones. When the lighter bells were set up, they 
objected to the tone and refused to pay the rates until the bells 
should be made over to suit; but the bellfounder sued and got 
judgment. Still the rate payers objected, and the rector and 
church-wardens prosecuted them and finally collected the rates. 
The financial loss to the Heywards in this contest was quite heavy, 
we are informed. 

North Bovey is a parish and village situated on the banks of 
the River Bovey one and one-half miles southwest of Moreton- 
hampstead. Manaton is in the same river basin and is about one 
and one-half miles southeast of North Bovey. The well kept 
roads and lanes with their living hedges; the fields and beauti- 
fully green meadows with their fat, sleek cattle grazing; the farm 
homes, the little groves of trees and bushes; the natural scenery 
of rocks (Bowerman’s Nose for example), hills and valleys; and 
the fine courtesy of the inhabitants, delight the visitor to these 
parishes. 

Moretonhampstead, or the Homestead-in-the-Moor Town, is a 
large extended parish on the very verge of the great granitic 
upheaval of the Dartmoor district. It is twelve mile$ by railway 
-north of Newton Abbot. Until Moreton, as it is called locally for 
the sake of brevity, was made a railway station, and Chagford 
had developed into a favorite moorland health resort, no two- 
count y towns in Devon had a more thoroughly Old World char- 
acter. At one time, centuries ago, Moreton’s only vehicle was the 
wheelbarrow, and its communcation with the outside world was 
by foot, pack horse or pillion. Now, 1922, you arrive on a fine 
steam train and, if you wish to go, well conditioned buses take 
you five miles over to Chagford. Moreton appears in ‘Dooms- 
day’ as a royal manor which belonged to King Harold. Later it 
was identified with cloth manufacture, especially woolen; but now 
it is chiefly agriculture, dairy and tourists. 

The high antiquity of Chagford is proven by the rude stone 
monuments of the locality. Here stands on a farm called Shil- 
stone, the only cromlech left in Devon, which once formed a cen- 
tral feature of a group of stone circles and avenues. These prob- 
ably belong to the old Keltic.—some have thought, Druidic times. 
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There are also positive evidences of ancient tin mining, which con- 
tinued through several centuries. For many long years Chagford 
seems to have steadily thriven and to have developed a sturdy 
independence of character that its comparative isolation on the 
borders of Dartmoor greatly helped to maintain. Within a few 
years it was the quaintest of all the Moorland centers; but its 
greater accessibility as a summer resort has hopelessly modern- 
ized its leading features. . 

A study of the geography of Devon in its relation to agricul- 
ture; and the study of the records of the probate courts, running 
through many years, lead one to think that the Heywards came 
into these parishes in the vicinity of North Bovey from the neigh- 
borhood of Newton Abbot and Ipplepen. Most of the Wills and 
Administrations examined were found at Exeter; but a copy of 
the will of Andrew Heyward of Langstone farm, parish of Mana- 
ton is found at Somerset House, London. It was executed in 1653, 


and was, it seems, sworn to in London by Andrew’s son, Richard, © 


at the time of proving the will, 1656. Hence, at the time of the 


earliest dates of which we have positive record of members of the 


family, they probably sometimes visited London, if indeed they 
had not resided there. 


THE FAMILY NAME 


During the time of early English history, men were known by 
their Christian names only; but later, about the eleventh century, 
to distinguish one from another, surnames, or family names, be- 
gan to be used also. Surnames were usually derived from the 
place of residence of some ancestor, or from one’s occupation, 
office, peculiarity of character, person or dress. Surnames were 
legally recognized in England by the Statute of Additions, passed 
within the reign of Henry V, 1387-1422. 

The surname Heyward seems to have originated in two ways 
and places: (1) the English origin in England and (2) the Norse 
or Norman in Scandinavia or Normandy. 

The hayward, according to William Arthur in his Etymological 
Dictionary of Family and Christian Names, page 157, was anciently 
in England, the keeper of the common herd, or cattle of the town; 
from the Saxon hieg, hay, and ward, a keeper.

From C. W. Bardsley’s English Surnames, p. 234, we read, “An 
interesting relic of primitive precaution against the straying of 
animals is found in the officership of the ‘Hayward’ or ‘Adam 
le Heyward’ as the Hundred Rolls have it, whose duty it was to 
guard the cattle that grazed on the village common. He was so 
styled from the Saxon ‘hay,’ or ‘hedge.’ An old poem has it: 

‘In tyme of hervest mery it is ynough; 
Peres and apples hongeth on bough, 


The hayward bloweth mery his horne; 
In every felde ripe is corne.’ 


In ‘Piers Plowman’ too (A. D. 1362), we have the word: 


‘I have a horne and be a hayward, 
And liggen out a nyghtes, 

And kepe my corne and my croft 
From pykers and theves.’ 


“It will be seen from these two references that the officership 
was of a somewhat general character. The cattle might be his 
chief care; but the common village interests were also under his 
supervision.” 

Brenan and Stratham in their work on the House of Howard, 
p. 4, express the opinion that the name Howard does not come 
from Hereward; but that “the derivation most favored by the 
matter-of-fact is the simple one of Heyward, which was a title 
bestowed in Old England upon the functionary who guarded the 
barns and haggards of a farm or village. ‘The varden of a com- 
mon,’ says Haliwell, ‘is still so called in some parts of the coun- 
try, ” thus assigning the names Heyward and Howard to the same 
English origin. | 

Charles A. G. Hayward, a solicitor of Honiton, Devon, Eng- 
_land, in some correspondence addressed to the writer, 1921, said 
that his family, which he also said includes Sir Rowland Hay- 
ward, twice Lord Mayor of London, originated in Breconshire, 
Wales, with a Walter de Havre, who was a follower of William 
Rufus. “The ‘de’,” he said, “I understand was sometimes made a 
sufix instead of a prefix and the name in that way became 
Haverd.” ‘Pronunciation is far more important in these old 
names than spelling,” writes Mr. Hayward. 


S. Barring-Gould, M.A., in his Family Names and Their His-

tory, p. 225, says, “Haward or Hayward, as Leland has it, this is 


not a Norman-lrench name, it is from the Norse Havard, and has © - 


the same origin as Howard.” 

Bardsley in his Surnames, p. 26, says, “Howard is from Har- 
vard or Hereward.” Burke makes the same claim in his Dormant 
and Extinct Peerages, p. 286. 

Ernest Weekley in his The Romance of Names, p.. 180, says, 
“It is certain that Howard is both for Harward (Hereward), later 
Haward, and for the official Hayward, the latter source account- 
ing for most of the Howards outside of the ducal family.” 

From Partronymica Britannica, A Dictionary of the Family 
Names of the United Kingdom by Mark A. Lower, p. 156, we 
read, “Heyward, an old and more correct form of Hayward.” 

The reader is referred to pp. 1, 3, 5, 6 for some of the forms 
used by our ancestors. It is the observation of the writer that 
during the nineteenth century the members of the “Heyward 
Family of Devon” held quite strictly to the form Heyward. 

Guppy in his Homes of Family Names in Great Britain, pp. 
498 and 500, says that of every 10,000 people in Devon, 7 are 
called Hayward, in Dorset 15, in Gloucester 17, Monmouth 22, 
Nottingham 8, Shropshire 26, Suffolk 34, Sussex 18, Wiltshire 31. 
Haward is a Sussex form. Nine of every 10,000 in Devon are 


called Heyward.

Sir Rowland Heyward was of Bridgnorth, County of Salop 
(Shropshire). His ancestor is said to have been among the fol- 
lowers of William Rufus, and who settled in Breconshire, Wales. 
Sir Rowland was a linen or cloth maker and went to London and 
_ became wealthy. He founded charities in the city and endowed 

- the Bridgnorth Grammar School, which still exists. He died 
5 Dec., 1593, and was buried in St. Alphage’s church, London 
Wall. He had been one of the benefactors of St. Alphage’s par- 
ish. His body in its leaden casket was removed in the 18th cen- 
tury (1777), when the church was restored; but a memorial to 
Sir Rowland and his family was allowed to remain. In 1914- 
1920 the church was pulled down to make room for other build- 
ings, all but the porch and vestry tower, these being remodeled

and repaired, and now used as a rest room for London women 
workers. On the wall of this renewed porch may now be seen 
this memorial of “Sir Rowland Heyward, twice Lord Mayor of 
London in the reign of Queen Elizabeth” and which “contains 19 
figures in marble in Elizabethan dress, representing Sir Rowland, 

the first and the second Lady Hayward and their 16 children.” 
~The memorial is a large tablet and on it and below the nine- 
teen figures are inscribed the following paragraphs: 

“Here lieth the body of Sir Rowland Hayward, twice Lord 
Mayor of this city, London. 

“Living an alderman the space of 30 years and at his death the 
ancientest of the said city. He lived beloved of all good men, 
and died in good credit and reputation, the 5th. Dec., 1593, and 
36th. year of our Soverign Lady Elizabeth... .. 

“Johan, daughter of William Tillsworth, Esq., was the first wife 
of Sir Rowland Hayward by whom he had issue, 3 sons and 5 
daughters which 3 sons and 2 daughters died in infancy. .... 

“Kathleen, 2nd. wife of Sir Rowland Hayward, was daughter 
of Thomas Smith, Esq. By her he had likewise issue, 3 sons and 
5 daughters, whereof one son and one daughter died in infancy 
and two sons and four daughters yet living (date of erection of 
monument), George, John, Alice, Kathleen, Mary and Ann, all 
young and unmarried, 


“At their Father’s death. 


“Decus Vita est Honor ata Mors, 


“This Tomb was Erected by the appointment of Edwd. Tills- 
worth, William Colton, Citizens of London and Executors of the 
will of said Sir Rowland.” 

One of Sir Rowland’s daughters married into the Thynne fam- 
ily and is an ancestor of the Marquis of Bath; and another, into 
the Townshend family and is an ancestor of the Marquis of Town- 


~ shend. — 


From Visitation of Shropshire, 1623, (Grazebrook and Ryland, 
1889) Harleian Society, V 28, p. 235:

This story is told of Sir Rowland by the caretaker of St. 
Alphage’s church: “He offended Queen Elizabeth in some way 
on one occasion, and she said she never wanted to see his face 
again. One day later on she was passing through London Wall 
and when she was coming Sir Rowland turned his face away; 
she was very indignant and wanted to know how he could be so 
rude. He replied, ‘You said you didn’t want to see my face 
again.’ ” 
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SoME FAMILIES OF THE NAME IN AMERICA 


(a) New England: 

The names Thomas Heyward, John Heyward, Thomas Haward, 
William Haward, and John Howard (the latter fromm Hayward 
which was changed to Haward and later to Howard), appear fre- 
quently in the records of 1629-1689 of the Plymouth Colony of 
Massachusetts. 

Some of them connected by marriage, and others through busi- 
ness relations, with early families of note: On p. 179c of the 
Ebenezer Washburn Genealogy we find mention of Mary Chilton 
Winslow’s will. Mary Chilton is reputed to be the first woman 
to land from the “Mayflower” at Plymouth Rock in December, 
1620. She married John Winslow before 1627. Winslow, one 
of the “forefathers of the Plymouth Colony,” and later a mer- 
chant in Boston, was a brother of Governor Edward Winslow. 
John Hayward, Ses., was a witness to the Mary Chilton Winslow 
will, 31 July, 1676. 

On p. 171 of the Ebenezer Washburn Genealogy is mentioned 
the will of John Washburn, 30 Oct., 1686, of Duxbury and Bridge- 
water, New Plymouth Colony, who emigrated to New England 
from England when he was but 14 yrs. of age. The will disposed 
of many tracts of land in the colony to a large number of chil- 
dren and grandchildren. This will was witnessed by John Hay- 
ward and Joseph Alden. 

On p. 179a of the Ebenezer Washburn Genealogy there is an 
account of the will of Experience Mitchell, one of the “forefathers 
of the New Plymouth Colony,” and who at the time, 5 Dec., 1689, 
resided in the Town of Bridgewater, Plymouth Colony. Quoting 
from the will: “As for my land lying in the Town of Middlebury, 
I give it to my daughters, Mary Shaw, Sarah Haward, and Han- 
nah Haward.” This will was signed and sealed in the presence 
of Thomas Hayward and John Haward. 

Richard Heyward of Salem, Mass., was of County Bedford, and 
came to the Colony in 1629. Robert Heyward of Boston was a 
Notary. 

Fifteen persons of the Name, Heyward, Hayward (and other 
spellings of it) had been graduated from Harvard College prior 
to the year 1850. 
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On the 19th of April, 1775, Davis Hayward was one of those 
that made the supreme Sacrifice at Concord Bridge. 

(b) South Carolina: 

Thomas and Daniel Heyward emigrated from the town of Little 
Eaton, England, to Charlestown, South Carolina, in 1672. 

Thomas Heyward, Jr., born in St. Luke’s parish, S. C., in 1746, 
was a son of Col. Daniel Heyward. It may have been that he was 
called Thomas, Jr., to indicate that he was a grandson of Thomas 
Heyward, the immigrant. Thomas, Jr., received his education in 
law in London, after which he traveled in Europe. Although 
still a young man, he was an able lawyer, and became judge of 
criminal and civil courts in his State, which held sessions in 
Charleston. 

He was a signer of the Declaration of Independence, 4 July, 
1776. 

The fifty-six men who signed the Declaration of Independence 
did so with a complete realization of what the act would entail 
upon them. When John Hancock, President of the Congress, 
already with an English reward of £500 upon his head, said in 
his appeal for unanimous action, “We must all hang together,” 
Benjamin Franklin replied, “Yes, we must indeed all hang to- 
gether, or most assuredly we shall all hang separately.” 

The signers of the Declaration of Independence had more to 
lose than the average man, for they were almost all wealthy and 
successful in their various professions. There was not a failure 
or ignorant man among them, twenty-seven in ‘act being College 
graduates in America or abroad; and they were a highly repre- 
sentative body, including lawyers, agriculturists, physicians, mer- 
chants, soldiers, and clergymen. William Pitt said, “When you 
consider their decency, firmness, and wisdom, you can not but 
respect their cause and would wish to make it your own.” 

Thomas Heyward, Jr., was an active army officer, as well as 
judge, and engaged in the defense of Charleston. He was cap- 
tured by the British and imprisoned nearly a year in St. Augus- 
tine, during which time his plantation was raided and his slaves 
scattered, and he suffered many other misfortunes. He was a 
member of the Continental Congress in 1790. 

“Of the signers of the Declaration of Independence Thomas 
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Heyward’s Book Plate alone had an ex-libris; Armorial, Chippen- 
dale and Mottoless,”——-p. 96 of D.A.R. magazine, Feb., 1925. 

DuBose Heyward, son of Edwin W. and Jane (DuBose) Hey- 
ward, was born in Charleston, S. C., 31 Aug., 1885. He is the 
eldest son of the eldest son in direct line from this Judge Thomas 
Heyward, the South Carolina Signer, and according to his Charles- 
ton Clan, should now live in the home of that ancestor, one of 
the most perfect eighteenth-century houses in Charleston. He has, 
to their disapproval, insisted on remaining in the house he built 
for himself in the North Carolina mountains, now occupied by 
himself and Dorothy, whom he married in 1923, and the newest 
member of the family, Jenifer DuBose Heyward. 

He is the author of “Porgy” and other works of prose; also of 
“Carolina Chansons” and other books of verse. See p. 245 of 
“Innocence Abroad” by Clark. | 

Duncan Clinch Heyward, another of the South Carolina Hey- 
wards, was Governor of the State two terms, 1903-1907. 

Many descendants of the South Carolina Heyward family still 
hold positions of honor and trust in the Southern States.

A LETTER FROM GEORGE HARVEY

Now for the letter you have from this Richard Heyward of 
388 Summit Ave., Pasadena, Calif... . . | have heard my mother 
say there were five or six branches of the Heyward family; the 
elder or senior was at Langstone, Manaton, the last survivor of 
which was Mrs. Farmer, who has been dead several years; an- 
other branch went to Guernsey, of these I know nothing; then 
there was a branch at Sanduck; another at Lower Hill, which 
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means the Week family of which Charles who emigrated to Can- 
ada and then went to St. Louis in U. S. A. was the third son; then 
the Bowden family, one of whom I have heard emigrated to 
U. S. A. at or about the same time as your uncle Thomas Hey- 
ward (1854); this seems to be the father of the writer of the letter 
you now send me. Now, there.were Heywards originally from 
this Bowden farm, North Bovey, at Lifton near Tavistock a few © 
years ago who I should say were cousins of the writer of this 
letter. 

Our grandfather, as you know, was Thomas; his father was 
Thomas, and our grandfather’s grandfather was, I believe, born 
at Langstone, Manaton, where, I believe, the family was located 
for several centuries; at least, this is the local tradition... .

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HEYWARD FAMILY OF DEVON 


FIRST GENERATION 
(1) 


Andrew’ Heyward, Yeoman, was born in England,—prob- 
ably on Langstone farm, parish of Manaton, Devonshire,—about 
1580. He made his will 1 June, 1653*. He was buried 15 
March, 1655**, and his will was proven 6 September, 1656. The 
will mentions several grandchildren and four great grandchil- 
dren; hence, he was an old man at the time of his death and may 
have been born earlier than 1580. 

In the will his name and the names of his children and grand | 
children are spelled “Hayward”; but the signature of his “natural 
and lawful sonne, the sole and only executor” of the will, was 
written “Heyward” when he, the son, signed at the time of prov- 
ing the will. The different spellings of the name “Heyward” 
seem to be due to the fact that it was most often written by clerks, 
who spelled it as pronounced. . : 

It may be said here that the name “Seutt,” appearing in this 
will, appears in the parish records contemporaneous with that of 
“Heyward” or “Hayward” for some 300 years and is most fre- 
quertly spelled “Scott.” 

A.hough the will of Andrew* Heyward, Yeoman, does not men- 
tion the messuage called Langstone, it is probable that he had 
owned it and that he had given it at an earlier date to his eldest 
son, chief heir and sole executor of his will, Richard? Heyward; 
for Richard’s will***, proved in 1667, bequeathed Langstone and 
Upper Langstone. The will of Andrew Heyward, proved in 1656 
and of record in Somerset House, London, bequeathed certain 
sums to his son George and to the said George’s children, John, 
Joane, Elenor, and Thomasine Heyward, and the will of Richard,

Andrew’s son, proved 1667, bequeathed certain sums to his 
brother George and to the same children of George,—namely 
John, Joane, Elenor, and Thomasine, and three others,—George, 
Andrew, and Mary,—probably younger and born after Andrew, 
their grandfather, had made his will. 

Andrew Heyward in his will, 1653, first bequeathed to the poor 


of Manaton 20s., and second to the poor of “Lunoth” or London > 


10s., and after bequeathing numerous items to the members of 
his family directed that a sheep should be given Elizabeth Hey- 
ward, his servant, (spelled “Hayward” in the will). The wit- 
nesses to this will were Andrew Gifford, Thomas French and 
John French. 

The will of Andrew Heyward does not mention his wife; hence, 
it is probable that she had died before the will was made. 

They had four or more children: 


—=2. Richard,* born probably at Langstone farm, parish of Man- 
aton, about 1610. 

=3. George,? probably younger than his brother, as the latter 
was made executor of his father’s will and received all 
of the father’s effects not bequeathed to others.

Richard* Heyward, Yeoman, (Andrew') was born probably 
at Langstone farm, parish of Manaton, Devon, England, about 
1610. He was probably the eldest son of the family, because of 
the manner in which he is mentioned in his father’s will. It is 
probable that he married Thomasine French, as his will mentions 
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Seconp GENERATION 21 


John French of Manaton as his brother-in-law, and neither his 
will nor his father’s mentions a sister who could have married 
John French. The will does not mention the wife. She was 
probably Thomasine French; for “Thomasine, wife of Richard 
Heyward, was buried 22 March, 1664*.” He was executor of his 
father’s will and chief heir, 1656. He was buried 13  Dec., 
1667*, and his will must have been offered for probate the same 
month; for the date of proving the will is 1667**. In the will 
or on instruments attached, the name is spelled “Heaward,” “Hey- 
ward” and “Heywood.” 

The chief provisions of the will were: To the poor of the 
parish £10; to daughter Thomasine £100; and an annuity of £40; 
to daughter Johane £50 and an annuity; to son Richard an an- 
nuity of £8 until he shall reach the age of 21 years; to brother 
George “best suit of appearel”; to brother George’s children,— 
John, Johane, Elenor, and Thomasine,—each 5s., and to George, 
Andrew and Mary, each 10s.; to Thomas Hutchings, kinsman, 
20s.; to Elizabeth Hutchings, kinswoman, 10s.; to my servant, 
William, 20s.; to Elizabeth Heyward, kinswoman, 20s.; to each 
of the three children of Phillip Nosworthy an annuity of 21s.; to 
eldest son, Andrew, all messuages, Langstone and Upper Lang- 
stone. Son. Andrew, was made sole executor. 

Gilbert Scutt of Chagford and John French of Manaton, broth- 
ers-in-law, were appointed executive rulers in trust.

Andrew* Heyward, Yeoman, (Richard,? Andrew!) sometimes 
spelled “Howard” in the Manaton parish records, was born at 
Langstone, Manaton, Devon, about 1640. He was a yeoman, or 
a farmer who owned at least a part of the land he cultivated. He 
was the eldest son of his father, Richard, and received from him 
the farm or farms called Langstone and Upper Langstone. 

The parish register gives his wife’s name as Susan. In her hus- 
band’s will she was mentioned as Susanna and was bequeathed 
the “best bed” and other articles. His will was proved 1719*. 
By the will his son, Richard, was bequeathed Langstone and one 
shilling. His sons, William and Thomas, were made executors of 
the will, and William Furse of Bickington, “a brother-in-law,” 
and William Furse, “a kinsman,” were made trustees of the estate. 
According to the parish register he was buried 30 Aug., 1719.

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settlement for their son, Richard, who by this agreement was to 
marry Mary Smerdon of Buckland-in-the-Moor in the county of 
Devon. Mary was a sister of Thomas Smerdon, Yeoman*. By 
his father’s will Richard was bequeathed the messuage and lands 
called Langstone. The Manaton parish register mentions him as 
acting in an official capacity at the baptism of an orphan child, 
3 April, 1757.

He made his will 12 Aug., 1768, in which he bequeathed all of 
his chattels and his estate called Langstone to his eldest living 
son, William.

times called “William the Elder,” was baptized 19 Feb., 1722, at 
the parish church of Manaton, Devon. His wife’s name was 
Margery —————,, and it is probable that he was about forty 
-years of age when he married; for the baptism of his eldest child 
of which we have any record was 4 Jan., 1763. | 

During his life he was a farmer at Langstone, and from the 
conditions of his will we must conclude thet he enjoyed some 
financial prosperity. He died at the advanced age of 82, and it is 
stated in the proved will that he was buried 18 Aug., 1803. His 
will was proved 9 Aug., 1804*. In this will he bequeathed to his 
wife “part of the house we now live in and all household goods,” 
also £100, “money in the hands of Samuel Potter of Moreton- 
hampstead,” also “three guineas in hand.”

Andrew') was born at Langstone and was baptized at 
St. Winifred’s church, Manaton, 23 Feb., 1764. He married Mary 
Nosworthy of Naydon farm, adjoining Langstone farm, 1786. He 
died at Langstone 24 May, 1847, aged 83, and was buried in Man- 
aton churchyard.

In his will, or last testament*, made in 1834, he bequeathed his 
son, Andrew, £140; his son, Robert Nosworthy, £50; his wife, 
Mary, an annuity of £30 for life, the cottage in which they then 
lived at Langstone and its appurtenances and one-half of the gar- 
den; his son, Richard, for life, and after him, his grandson, Wil- 
liam, son of his son, Richard, Boda farm and Boda Mills (more 
recently called Bowden) and their appurtenances; his grandchil- 
dren, children of his son, Richard, except William, £19 19s.; his 
son, Thomas, the messuage, farm and lands and their appurte-

the testator’s decease. 

His son, William, or his son, William’s, natural heirs were not 
mentioned in the will; probably for the reason that he had re- 
ceived an inheritance from his grandfather, the testator’s father. 
His daughter, Elizabeth,—Mrs. Peters,—was not mentioned in the 
will. It is stated in the will that his daughters, Mrs. Samuel Gray 
and Mrs. William French, were not bequeathed anything in the 


will; because he, their father, had paid them their “fortune” at 
the time of or since their marriage. His son, Thomas, was made 
executor. Thomas Pethybridge, Yeoman, of Ipplepen, the tes- 
tator’s nephew, and Samuel Gray, butcher of Moretonhampstead, 
the testator’s son-in-law, were made trustees as regards Boda and 
Boda Mills. 

In 1844 William Heyward, the testator, as above,—his wife, 
Mary (Nosworthy) Heyward, and his son, Andrew, having died, 
—made a codicil to his will in which he bequeathed £19 19s. to 
each of his six grandchildren,—Emma, Elizabeth, Andrew, Mary, 
William, and Richard,—sons and daughters of his son, Andrew;

£24. to each of his daughters, Mary and Susanna, and to William 
Peters, son-in-law; £12 of each £24 to be paid from Langstone 
and £12 of each £24 to be paid from Boda and Boda Mills; a debt 
of £300 and interest for several years owed the testator by his 
son, Richard, was canceled and forgiven. The bequest of Boda 
and Boda Mills to his son, Richard, was confirmed in the codicil, 
and to grandson, William, son of Richard. The codicil con- 
firmed also the bequest of Langstone to his son, Thomas. Thomas 
was continued as executor. 

It appears there was a difference of opinion between William 
and his eldest son, Richard, as to who should be bequeathed the 
messuage and lands called Langstone. For generations until the 
time of this William, Langstone had gone to the eldest son, as if 
it had been entailed; but William said in his will that he had an 
undoubted right to dispose of Langstone as he wished. There- 
fore, he made vigorous provisions in the will with the purpose of 
deterring Richard or his heirs from contesting.

William’ Heyward (William,® William,® Richard,* Andrew,° 
Richard,? Andrew'), specially mentioned in his grandfather’s 
will, was born at Langstone about 1783-89, and having been bap- 
tized, was admitted to the congregation at North Bovey 27 July, 
1790. He married Elizabeth Tarr 13 June, 1813. His grand- 
father, William Heyward, bequeathed him for his lifetime “the 
house, outhouses and garden now occupied by John Hill, the 
blacksmith, in the town of North Bovey.” Later he and his wife 
and family resided in Moretonhampstead, where he died 21 June, 
1828, aged 39, and was buried in St. Andrew’s church yard*. His 
widow, Elizabeth (Tarr) Heyward, died and was buried beside 
her husband 15 Feb., 1860, aged 75.

When he began the swim, he made 51 strokes per 
minute, and did not vary more than 2 or 3 strokes dur- 
ing the trip. He joked with those on the boats that 
accompanied him, and was in good mental and physi- 
cal condition throughout the contest. Mrs. Heyward 
and others of a family party came out on a motor boat 
and greeted the swimmer to which he made jolly re- 
sponse. From time to time members of the party 
joined the swimmer in the water,—one of those being 
his niece, Miss Doris Helene Leprovost. On his ar- 
rival a large company was at the Guernsey landing to 
greet him, and gave a decided ovation. 

The Guernsey Evening Press published a detailed 
report of the event, as did also the London Daily 
Sketch. —

George’ Heyward (born about 1780) and his wife, Mary, 
of Withecombe in the Moor (or Widecombe-in-the-Moor), Devon, 
England, had their son, Josias, baptized on the 5 April, 1807, at 
the parish church at Chagford, Devon, England. This statement 
is according to a certificate of baptism, issued 22 Aug., 1927, by . 
I. M. Bell Salter, Rector of the church at Chagford. The entry in 
the church record was signed by Jas. Radford, Minister. Widde- 
combe in the Moor is a parish joining Chagford, and just west of 
the parishes of North Bovey and Manaton. It is probable that 
this family is a branch of the “Langstone Family of Devon.” See 
page 19 and following pages of this volume. 

The children of George and Mary Heyward, so far as we know, 
were: 
=2. Josias,? bap. 5 April, 1807, at Chagford, Devon. 

3. The youngest daughter who is so mentioned in a manuscript 
by her nephew, Rev. George Thomas Heyward, as the 
late Mrs. Horton. She emigrated in 1833 with her broth- 
er, Josias, to Van Dieman’s Land (Tasmania) from 
Devon, England. The compiler has no further data.

Josias’ Heyward (George') was born, probably, in Widde- 
combe in the Moor, Devon, England, in 1807. He was bap. in the 
church at Chagford 5 April, 1807. In 1833 he emigrated to Ho- 
bart, Tasmania, from the vicinity of Exeter, Devon, England. He 
m. Sarah Ann Hawkins, who went out to him at Hobart in 1834 
from Exeter. He was a nurseryman-orchardist and market gar- 
dener and for many years he followed this business at Hobart. 
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He was also a local preacher for the Wesleyan Church. Gold 
having been discovered in California, he visited that country in 
search of a fortune, leaving his wife and a devoted convict servant 
to care for the nursery and garden business in Tasmania. His 
diary of his adventures tells more of his looking after sick people, 
burying the dead, and preaching than of his gold digging. Later 
“he went off to all of the Australian gold rushes, but did not make 
his fortune!” His efforts to obtain wealth in the gold fields show 
his adventurous spirit. His wife died 26 July, 1884, and he died 
in Tasmania 16 May, 1886. 

Josias’ son, Rev. George Thomas Heyward, writing of his father 
said, “Born at the village of Chagford, on the borders of Dart- 
moor, Devon, England, in 1807. Through his father’s death, 
which occurred when he was in early childhood, his family was 
left with little else than the small and inadequate holding of their 
ancestry, and had at once to begin the struggle for life. It may 
interest and profit the young people of this more favored land 
and times to hear that amongst Mr. Heyward’s (Josias’) earliest 
recollections were those of being awakened at 5 a. m. and, being 
yet too young to walk, carried by an elder sister through the 
snow to the woolen factories there to toil with other infants till 
6 p. m., at rubbing woolen threads, and when the palms of the 
little hands bled with the friction, a grim overlooker, rod in hand, 
savagely shouted, “Turn over and rub with the backs of your 
hands.’ And this lasted for-some years. 


“He was thus early introduced to the physical toil which by one 
of those admirable compensations of life, afterwards became to 
him the source of vigorous health and purest pleasure for nearly 
four score years. Thus early and sharply schooled in self-reliance 
and sturdy independence, he left his native village for Exeter,— 
the London of Devonshire villagers,—to push his fortunes, and 
there engaged himself in capacity of under-gardener to a gentle- 
man of high respectability, with whom he remained six years, 
and from whom he received a very flattering testimonial on de- 
termining to emigrate. ‘A good master,’ he used to say, ‘and the 
last one I ever meant to have.’ Prior to this he appears to have 
been found out by the Blessed Spirit of God, and awakened to a 
concern for Eternal things. But around him there were none like- 
minded to help him,—spiritual death and darkness everywhere. 
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Speaking of this time, he used to appropriate Jeremiah’s plaintive 
words, ‘Remembering mine affliction and my misery, the worm- 
wood and the gall, my soul hath them s¢i// in remembrance and is 
humbled in me.’ For six months at this time, it was his practice 
to forsake the gossip of the winter-night fireside and in the dark- 
ness and solitude of the different farm buildings, to pour out 
cries and tears to God for light and salvation. And light grad- 
ually dawned, and a present and assured forgiveness and accep- 
tance were delightfully realized. He afterwards found out and 
joined himself to that branch of the Methodist family then known 
in Devonshire as “Bryanites.’ They were at this time very active 
and useful in the country, and he became a local preacher among 
them, finding great enjoyment in his work. 


“On his removal to Exeter, he connected himself with Wesley- 
ans. Anyone curious in these matters can see a class ticket, dated 
1832, which he has carefully preserved. About this time he be- 
came acquainted with her who afterward became his wife,—she 
being also a member of the same church. 

“Finding little prospect of further improving his circumstances, 
he determined to emigrate, and selected Van Dieman’s Land as his 
future home. He left England in 1833, taking with him his 
youngest sister (the late Mrs. Horton) and after nearly five 


‘months in a leaky ship with a drunken captain, provisions against 


which an East End costermonger would now rebel, and accom- 
modation quite superior to the Calcutta Blackhole, they arrived 
in Hobart-town, his sister having to be carried on shore in a 
stretcher as a result of hardships of the voyage. He at once made 
himself known to Rev. N. Turner, then Minister of Hobart-town 
and was by him appointed a local preacher. His name, notwith- 
standing several short absences from the colony, has remained 
on the local preacher’s plan ever since,—a period of 52 years, 
and in this department of the work of the church it may be very 
truly said ‘he was in labors more abundant.’ A frequent Sab- 
bath day’s work for the then local preacher was three services 
and twenty miles walking. The writer of this paper has vivid 
recollections of Mr. Heyward’s descriptions of his intense delight 
in offering ‘Liberty to the captives’ in the shape of gangs of con- 
victs formed into what were called ‘road-parties’ and at that time 
engaged in formation of main road to Launceston. These gangs 
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were most appreciative congregations he used to declare, and his 
preaching to them afforded him some of the happiest moments of 
his life. His intended wife joined him a year later and shortly 
after her arrival, according to the custom of the time, they were 
married in parish church of Holy Trinity,—a marriage in the 
Lord, and one which for nearly fifty years was wealthy in love, 
peace, and all needful blessings of both earth and heaven. His 
last services half a century after were with aged paupers in New- 
ton asylum, and beloved work still. 


“It affords a curious and pleasant glimpse into the state of 
society and church parties in Van Dieman’s Land about this time 
to know that for many-years at the earnest solicitation of the 
Dean, Mr. Heyward officiated as parish clerk to Rev. P. Palmer, 
M.A., ‘Rural Dean of V. D. L.’ and it was not an unusual thing 
for the Methodist local preacher to be accommodated with the 
loan of the Dean’s horse to reach his distant evening appoint- 
ments, the Dean finding the clerk a substitute for the time being. 
On the occasion of the Dean visiting England in 1845 Mr. Hey- 
ward occupied part of his parsonage and took charge of his prop- 
erty. Correspondence on this occasion was amongst Mr. Hey- 
ward’s treasured papers. Mr. Heyward was with him on his death 
bed. What some of the successors of the benighted Dean would 
say of this unholy alliance is more easily imagined than de- 
scribed. “But few men, having tasted old wine, will desire new, 
for, say they, the old was better.’ 


“Mr. Heyward settled down for over twenty years in one well- 
known garden and by plodding industry and frugality steadily 
prospered. (Pity ‘tis such ‘simpletons’ weren’t a little more plen- 
tiful amongst us now.) He ‘stretched not himself beyond his 
measure.’ Finding several inter-colonial trading speculations in 
his business not over successful, he concluded he was not cut out 
for commercial life and abandoned it. (It goes without saying 
that troubles of this weight were not carried a day longer than 
possible.) It is worthy of note that his only serious troubles 
arose out of one or two ill-advised ‘suretyships’ into which he was 
led by his generous heart and which for a time plunged him into 
debt and severe mental distress. ‘When I enter the pulpit,’ he 
used to say, ‘something says, “Owe no man anything” ’ and all 
while I’m preaching it’s ‘ “owe no man anything” ’ and when I’ve 
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finished ‘ “owe no man anything”’ goes down the pulpit stairs 
beside me.’ | 


“The business speculation by which he mainly secured a mod- 


_ est competancy, was one which was fairly thrust upon him by the 


disgusted owner of the property, himself a well-known infidel, if 
not an atheist, who strangely enough was in search of an honest 
man to whom he could safely lease one orchard which was the 
pride and ‘hobby’ of his life. During the term of his lease many 
were the jokes at tenant’s ‘religion,’ but the hobby was entrusted 
notwithstanding, and the engagements fulfilled to perfect satis- 
faction of both parties. 

“His chief work in the church was as Local Preacher and Lead- 


er. As Preacher he frequently walked twenty miles on the Sab- 


bath and conducted three services. His sermons were painstak- 
ingly dug out of the word of God, and copiously illustrated from 
his own inner life. It was ever a grief to him that he was not 
more of the ‘revivalist’ stamp; but as a preacher he was comfort- 
ed by knowing he was of some use to the people of God. “There 
I stand,—I can do no other,—God help me,’ was ever his attitude 
in reference.to this preaching work. As a class leader he was 
worthy of being bracketed (though he himself never thought so) 
with his beloved friend and brother, holy James Smith, of fra- 
grant memory. Both for scores of years led one, two or three 
classes as necessity required. Both carried their members on their 
hearts all week long; and both by example and precept sought to 
lead their charge into all scriptural holiness.”

Thomas! Heyward is the earliest known ancestor of this 
family. As stated in the marriage certificate of his son, William 
Lash Heyward, he was by occupation a cooper in London or 


vicinity. This marriage certificate was compiled from the records 
of the parish of St. Mary, Whitechapel, Middlesex County, Eng- 


land, John Windle, M. A., Curate. The ancestors of this Thomas’ 


Heyward, or perhaps he himself, his descendants in Australia 
have reason to believe, came from Devonshire to London or 
vicinity. In 1816 he probably resided in the vicinity of St. 
Georges in East Middlesex County, as the church records indicate 
that his son was born there in that year.

On his last voyage as captain he went 
to Australia on a ship belonging to a Quaker firm, W. R. and I. 
Tyndall of London and Scarborough, and decided to remain in 
Australia and “give up the sea.” 

He had a Master’s certificate issued in the Port of London in 
1851, and when the certificate was issued, he resided at 7 King 
Edward Row, Hackney, Middlesex County, England. He was 
married the second time in 1852, this time to Sophia Jane Scott 
at the church in the parish of St. Mary, Whitechapel, County of 
Middlesex, England, John Windle, M. A., Curate. Her people 
were of Poole, Dorsetshire, Eng. 

The name “Lash” of William Lash Heyward seems to furnish 
further evidence that his father, Thomas the Cooper, came to 
London from Devon, or if not his father, then one of his erand- 
fathers; for at Paignton and other points in Devon the family 
name of “Lash” is not uncommon. 

William Lash Heyward was a member of the Methodist chong 
in Tarnagulla, Victoria, Aus., and in politics he was a Conserva- 
tive.
